Johnstown, July 19.—George Tompkins, Jr., today 


confessed to the murder of Edmund Humphries, Mrs. 
Humphries and their son at Carroltown, Sunday morning. 
He confessed in the presence of Attorney John Evans, his 
counsel. The prisoner made a clean breast of the entire 
affair. Jail keeper Knee also heard the confession. The 
accused man told how he had purchased the revolver and 
how he committed the triple murder, but these things nave 
not been divulged by the officials. 


Mrs. Tompkins, wife of the confessed murderer, was 


tokl of the confession at noon. She is in a state of col- 
lapse. It was intimated that the defense will plead in- 
sanity when Tompkins is arranged in September,, It is 
t,aid at the jail that Tompkins admitted purchasing the 
gun with which the murder was committed. He said he 
was in Johnstown Tuesday, July 10, and purchased the 
weapon. Rev. Heany, pastor of the Ebensburg Presby- 
terian church, went to the cqunty jail shortly after noon 
and spent some time with him.
